Acquiring P.S. Co. 
Would Be Left to Com- 
mittee—Favors County 
Areas Paying Toward 
Unprofitable Service. 


Creation of a St. Louis Transit | 
Authority, to operate mass trans- 


portation service in the city and 
possibly to some extent in St. 


Louis county, was advocated by 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst in a state- 
ment today. | 

He called for an amendment 
to tne city charter to establish 
this agency as a non-political 
organization, free of direct con- 
trol by the city government. Such 
an ammendment would have to be 
approved by the voters of the 
city. 

The Mayor said a bill to sub- 
mit the proposal to the votes in 
the Nov. 4 election will be pre- 
pared by the City Counselor’s of- 
fice for introduction in the Board 
of Aldermen. He expressed the 
opinion that it would be better to 
submit such a matter in the gen- 
eral election than in the Aug. 5 
primary. 

Whether the authority should 
ac~uire part or all of the assets of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
or operate independently in com- 
ptition with that privately owned 
system could be determined by a 
proposed committee of citizens, 
Darst said. The committee could 
also pass on whether suburban 
service should be consolidated 
with the city system, he added. 

After listing financial problems 
in connection with operations by 
the proposed city authority in St. 
Louis county, the Mavor said the 
authority could decide whether 
such operations should be under- 
taken. 

Tells of Toronto Plan. 

However, he said a scheme is 
operating in Toronto, Ont., where 
suburban areas underwrite deficits 
of operating costs t® Provide them 
with transit service. He gave im- 
plied approval to use of such a 
device or some other means of | 
having the county share in the 
costs of transit here. 

“It is my conclusion,” said 
Darst, “after serious study of the 
issues involved in adopting some 
form of public ownership of the 
streetcar and bus system, that cer- 
tain fundamental conditions must 
necessarily prevail if this is to be 
successful.” 

He listed these conditions as 
follows: 

“It must be free of politics, 

“It must either be acquired 
or established at a reasonable 
cost. 

“The facilities must be in 
sound condition. 

“It must have high-caliber - 
management. 

“Such a system should not be 
localized, but should serve the 
metropolitan area of both the 
city and county to,the extent 
it is economically feasible.” 

Metropolitan Setup Discussed. 


Darst referred to the idea of a. 


Metropolitan Transit Authority 
heretofore under _ discussion, 
which could be set up under 
authority of the state constitution. 
He and Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews of the county had 
talked several months ago and

Approval of low bids totaling 
$17,886,460 for building Wendell 
Oliver Pruitt Homes, 1736 low- 
rent dwellings for Negroes, was 
given Mayor Joseph M. Darst and 
the St. Louis Housing Authority 
today by the federal Public Hous- 


authority. 

However, Darst mentioned a re- 
quest by the St. Louis County 
Chamber of Commerce for a de- 
lay in circulating the petitions, 
and he said this form of pro- 
cedure would entail special elec- 
tions in the city and county next 
year, at a cost of $150,000 to 
$200,000. 

The county chamber asserted

This means that construction of 
this project, fourth public hous- 
ing establishment in the city, can 
be started within 60 days, and 
possibly within two weeks. 

The authority owns the site, 
bounded by Twenty-first, Biddle 
and Dickson streets and Jeffer- 
son avenue. It has been almost 
entirely cleared of the old slum 
structures, and a contract has just 
been let for demolishing the few 
remaining old buildings. 

The low bids are as follows: 
I. E. Millstone Construction Co., 
general work, $12,699,430; heat- 
ing, Kremer-Hicks Co., $2,070,000; 
electrical work, E. O. Dorsch 
Electric Co., $910,500; utilities, 
Fred M. Luth % Sons, Inc., $234,- 
530; plumbing, Eugene Duklauer, 
Inc., of New York, $1,972.000. 
The original letting for this 
project, last Dec. 20, brought a 
low bid for the entire work of 
$20,760,000 from the Millstone 
concern. PHA held that this cost 
was too high. Various changes in 
specifications weer made, and a 
new letting for the revised plans 
was held March 27. 

The price then was deemed 
somewhat high for immediate ap- 
proval, so certain additional and 
relatively minor changes in the 
plans weer arranged, with the re- 
sult these bids were reduced by 
$187,570 to the low figures now 
approved. 

This project is the first of a 
group of neighboring low-rent and 
middle-income housing establish- 
ments planned for the De Soto- 
Carr area, Eighteenth-Jefferson- 
Franklin-Cass. 

It will be the first public hous- 
ing project here entirely new 
since World War II. Cochran Gar- 
den Apartments, now being com- 
pleted by the authority, is on a 
site acquired before the war. 
Announcement of the approval 
was made by the Mayor, upon re- 
ceipt of word from the Chicago 
regional office of PHA.

Eisenhower Wins Large 
Majority of Delegates 
— 30 to 200 Attend 
Mass Meetings.

The regular Republican or- 
ganizations were in complete con- 
tro] of “public” mass meetings in 
each of the city’s 28 wards, as the 
machinery for selection of the six 
St. Louis presidential nominating 
delegates to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention started rolling 
last night. 


As expected, supporters of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower won a 
large majority of the ward dele- 
gates elected last night to serve 
in the three St. Louis congression- 
al district meetings next Thurs- 
day. Two national convention 
delegates and their alternates are 
to be chosen in each district. 

Last night’s ward gatherings 
were supposed to be “grass roots” 
meetings at which the average 
non-organization Republican voter 
was eligible to participate and ex- 
press his preference among the 
various Republican presidential 
candidates. With minor excep- 
tions, Mr. Average Republican 
voter failed to show up. 

Attendance Varies Widely. 

The attendance varied widely, 
ranging from about 30 persons in 
some wards to more than 200 in 
a few. Thus, fewer than 3000 per- 
sons actively participated in the 
process under which the Republi- 
can presidential nominating dele- 
gates will be named for this city 
of 856,000. 

The meetings were brief and 
went off like clockwork, as slates 
of ward delegates picked in ad- 
vance were quickly approved with- 
out discussion. There were no 
'speeches on the relative merits 
| of the candidates and no squabbles 
developed. 

Backers of United States Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft made no at- 
tempt to upset strong Eisenhower 
sentiment among the party lead- 
ers here. 

Support for Eisenhower. 

isenhower has considerable 
support among organization Re- 
publicans because they think the 
five-star. general would make a 
much stronger candidate in St. 
Louis than Taft. They are inter- 
ested primarily in the man who 
can attract the greatest number 
of votes for their local ticket. 

Typical of many of last night’s 
meetings was the one put on by 
Joseph L. (Bombie) Spicuzza, boss 
of the riverfront Fifth Ward. The 
meeting, at the Polish Home As- 
sociation building, 1940 Cass ave- 
nue, lasted 19 minutes. The at- 
tendance was 38; 19 Negroes and 
19 white persons. 

The meeting got under way 
without preliminary speeches. 
The chairman of the meeting, 
Former Alderman Herman No- 
vack, read instructions from the

FARMERS FERTILIZE 
TREES WITH POLLEN 
FIRED IN SHOTGUN 


PENTICTON, B.C., April 25 
(AP)—Fruit farmers in British 
Columbia’s Okanogan Valley now 
fertilize their trees by shotgun. 

From about 10 feet, the marks- 
man fires a shell containing one- 
fiftieth of an ounce of pollen 
from a standard 12-gauge shot- 
gun. The pollen then settles on 
the blossoms and fertilizes them. 
Lawrence Bartlett, distributor 
for tne pollen in British Colum- 
bia, said about five times as much 
pollen is being used this year as 
last. It follows relaxation of reg- 
ulations which formerly made it | 
difficult to get the pollen because | 
of the disease hazard. The pollen | 
is gathered mostly in California | 
and Oregon.

TOKYO (Saturday), April 26 
(AP)—Thirty American seamen 
were killed in an explosion in a 
gun turret on the cruiser St. Paul 
off Korea Monday. The Navy,

The dead included two men | 
from Missouri. They were: Sea- | 
man lonzo Gene Blanton of 
Crocker, and Chief Gunner’s Mate 
Ralph Waldo Reed of Winigan. 

The St. Paul, commanded by 
Capt. Roy A. Gano of Falls 
Church, Va., was firing on Com- 
munist positions on the Korean 
east coast. It continued firing 
after the blast and still is in Ko- 
rean waters. 

In action Thursday, the cruiser 
lobbed shells into enemy posi- 
tions in the Kansong area along 
the eastern coastal flank of the 
battlefront. Its “accurate fire” 
was credited with destroying sev- 
fen Red bunkers and damaging 
eight others and demolishing 12 
buildings. A spotter plane piici 
over the cruiser’s target area 
termed it “the best naval gun-'| 
fire” he “ever observed in Korea.” 

Red Guns Not Firing. 

Communist shore guns were not 
firing at the St. Paul at the time 
of Monday’s explosion. 

The blast rocked the heavy 
cruiser. Most of the 30 victims 
were killed by asphyxiation due 
to burning gases, the Navy said. 
There were no wounded, All were 
in the turret. 

Artificial respiration teams 
worked two hours without suc- 
cess, the Navy said. 

(The United Press reported that | 
a Navy spokesman in Tokyo said 
a powder bag may have caught 


fire, leading to an explosion in- | 
side the turret. The explosion 
may have flashed down inside the | 
turret’s armor to kill the men | 


room.) | 

R. Adm. Earl E. Stone, com-) 
mander of Cruiser Division One, | 
who uses the St, Paul as his flag- | 
ship, ordered an immediate in- | 
vestigation of the accident. 

The St. Paul retired from the 
action only long enough to put 
the dead aboard the American 
hospital ship Haven, which 
steamed north from Pusan to the 
scene of the accident. 

The worst previous naval disas- 
ter of this war was last June 12 
when the United States destroyer 
Walke hit a mine off Wonsan.

‘Welcomes Assistance.’ 

Mossadegh said that in view of 
Iran’s financial and economic dif- 
ficulties — resulting from expro- 
priation of British oil properties 
—it “welcomes the assistance” of- 
fered by the United States. 

In an earlier note, Mossadegh 
promised that American economic 
assistance would be used effec- 
tively. The United States agreed 
at the time to extend more than 
$23,000,000 in economic aid to 
Iran but held up arms shipments 
until it came through with the 
additional pledges.

“Do you assail the efficacy of 
the Government under the Con- 
stitution?” he asked Baldridge.

Feder- 
al Government’s executive branch 
can be sued as individuals,” he 
charged.

‘President Can’t Be Enjoined.’ 

“The President is an indispens- 
able party,” Baldridge said, and 
added that the President himself:

Ground action along the 155- 
mile battlefront was limited to 
patrol skirmishes and light Red 
probing attacks. 

The Eighth Army said United 
Nations patrols twice drew heavy 
enemy fire northwest of Yonchon 
on the western front. An esti- 
mated 15 Communists were killed. 
There was no report of Allied 
casualties. 

The heavy cruiser St. Paul de- 
stroyed seven Communist bunk- 
ers and other Red facilities on 
the eastern end of the baile line 
Thursday, while the cruiser Man- 
chester and destroyer Buck 
knocked out a half dozen Red 
coastal guns. 

Carrier-based planes cut rail 
lines at 115 places in northeast- 
ern Korea Thursday.

‘Should Be Above the Battle.’ 

“Public members should be al- 
together above the battie? And 
they should not be chosen from 
the field of professional arbitra- 
tors-whose experience is with the 
compromising of grievances that 
have arisen under union con- 
tracts. Such men bring to na- 
tional problems a doctrinaire ap- 
proagh, and a spirit of appease- 
nent that is unworthy of these 
great issues. 

“If there must be a tri-partite 
board (with public, labor and in- 
dustry members), and surely this 
disaster should discredit that idea 
for all time, the public members 
should be men whose vision is as 
wide as the welfare of all the 
people, and whose stature as 
statesmen is above reproach.”

Expansion “Where Justified.” 

The proposed city authority 
could “continue” to operate in the 
county and could expand its serv- 
ice there “where justified,” Darst 
said. By this he obviously re- 
ferred to the short suburban e’els 
of some Public Service Co. routes. 

“If the county would agree to 
pay its share of operating costs 
under the Toronto plan,” he con- 
tinued, “unification would be im- 
mediately possible. This plan con- 
templates the contribution by sub- 
urban areas of the difference be- 
tween the over-all costs of oper- 
ation within the area and the 
actual income.

CHICAGO, April 25 (AP) — 
Twenty-four persons were in- 
jured, none seriously in two ex- 
plosions last night during a dem- 
onstration in a high school chem- 
istry laboratory—called a “Trip 
Through Hades.” 

The second and much louder 
blast in the laboratory aroused 
the neighborhood near the Tilden 
Technical High School. More 
than 3000 persons were in the 
school building attending Tilden’s 
annual “circus” to watch pupils 
demonstrate their academic prog- 


ress. 
All but three of the injured 
were released from hospitals aft- 
er receiving treatment for cuts 
and lacerations. 
“The ‘Trip Through Hades’ 
was intended to be dramatic,” said 
Alfred Ingle, a chemistry teach- 
er, “and by hades, i was!” 
Newel Collins, 48, a master 
chemist and teacher for 28 years, 
was in charge of 150 pupils con- 


ducting experiments in the chem- | 
istry laboratory. A dramatic 
burning-of-the-water stunt was 
staged a half dozen times with- 
out mishap for audiences of 50. 
to 60. The water was set aflame 
by the injection of sodium potas- | 
sium alloy. Each time a drop re- | 
leased from an eye dropper was 
enough to produce the fire. | 
Then a _ pupil shot a whole. 
dropper-full of alloy into a beak-

JACKSON, Mich. April 25| 


(AP)—We were in cellblock 1/* 


when suddenly everything blew 
up, Harold Carrier 
guard) and I. It all came so fast 


I didn’t exactly know what hap- : 


pened, 

There we were, one minute, and 
the next a crazy mass mob came 
streaming toward us. 

“Get in a cell,” Harold cried.

I jumped behind him and we |) * 


locked ourselves in. Thank God |: 


we had taken the master key that 
controlled all the cellblocks with 
us. I’m sure that’s the only thing 
that saved our lives. 

The mob swept through. Wild- 
eyed guys, waving clubs and 
knives, shook our bars and shout- 
od curses at us. 

“There’s a couple of screws 
@uards),” one shouted. 

He was a big guy with his shirt 
ie across his shoulders and 

lood running from a cut on his 
¢heek. He held a sickle in his 
vight hand and he and another 
ne was waving a big metal hook 
$eaded for our cell. 

“Let’s get ’em,” the second one 
gelled. 

Try to Pry Doors Open. 

They yanked at the bars, tried 
to pry them apart with the hook. 
And all the time they cursed and 
screamed at us. If ever two men 
prayed, it was us. Harold got 
sut his rosary and we knelt in a 
owen and prayed with all our 

earts. 

God heard us, that’s all there 
was to it, because those bars held 
and the two of them finally got 
tired and raged on up the corri- 
dor after the rest of the mob. 

After that, there were a few 
minutes of quiet and then came 
another bunch. They had a mas- 
ter key. 

I can’t tell you what I was 


thinking as the key turned in the | 


lock and they swung the door 
open. We prayed and we tried to 
get ready to die. 

But these men were different 
from the others; they knew exact- 
ly what they were doing. Appar- 
ently they were a raiding crew 
sent out to gather guards, for 
hostages because they herded us 
in with others they already had. 

Then they marched us on 
through that cellblock, through 
block 3, and through a couple of 
other blocks, always looking for 
more guards. 

Put in Block 15. 

Finally they met another crew 
and we tthe guards) were assem- 
bled together and driven on to 15 
block ... and worked us inside. 

Outside we could hear the cries 
of the mob. Someone said the 
laundry was burning, and the 
gym, and I don’t know what else. 

The screams and sirens of fire | 
trucks suddenly wailed over the | 
noise in the yard. You cold see | 
the inmates who were holding us | 
tighten up. PBhey stood tense and | 
forward, peering out the window, 
and in a short time came the 
sound of shots. 

Then the yard seemed to break 
up in a mad frenzy all around us. 
It seemed that one of the con- 
victs had been shot by state po- 
lice and the mob moved down on 


15 block. 

“Give us a_ guard,” they 
screamed. “One of our boys has 
been shot. Kill a guard. 

The convicts with us argued 
but the: mob only shouted the 
louder and finally someone 
shrugged and said, “what else 
can we do?” 

They caught hold of Henry

him out. We couldn’t bear to 
look, yet we couldn’t tear our 
eyes away. And can I say right 
now, thank God for our state 
police. 


Their squads were operating in 
the yards by now and there never 
was a more alert group of men. 
They must have been on the 
watch for something just like 
what happened, for the minute 
they saw Curry pushed outside 
they made a drive outside 15 
block. 

And that was ali it took. The 
mob broke and ran and Henry got 
away Safely. 

Put in Separate Cells. 

I can’t tell you much of what 
happened in the yards after that. 
They herded us right on up to 
the fourth tier. They put each 
of us in a separate cell. Jack 
Hyatt was in charge of our floor. 

They call him “Crazy - Jack.” 
But you'll never get me to be- 
lieve he’s crazy. He treated us 
fine, and he handled those other 
guys with him like someone who 
had commanded men all his life. 

Through all the time we were 
there, every so often he’d have 
to go out and stop a fight or put 
down some minor disturbance 
among his,followers. He han- 
dled everything in a calm, routine 
manner and always had the situ- 


‘ation under control. 


But to get back to that first 
night, Hyatt’s favorite pastime 
seemed to be sharpening his 
knives. ... The sound wasn’t one 
that let me do much sleeping. He 
told us, too, that if an attempt 
were made to storm No. 15, he 
(Hyatt) would be sure to be shot. 

“Though before I go,” he said 
“I’m going to take as many of 
you along with me as I can.” 

Told to Write Last Letters. 

The last night they came 
around and took Jim Akins’s and 
John Holmes’s billfolds, watches 


and keys. Hyatt told us: “If you’ve | 


got any last letters to write, you'd | 
‘better do it now because you | 
won't get another chance.” 

Hyatt was perfectly calm as he 
'spoke. After he left I started. 
praying again. 

I never knew timé to drag like 
it did then. 
what was coming off, but we 
could guess. I tried not to. 

It was only a couple of hours 
later that the agreement was 
reached between the prison ad- 
ministration and the inmates. It 
seemed like a month. When we 
heard that it was all practically 
over, I felt like I had suddenly 
come back to life again. 


The next moment I thought the > 


whole thing had blown up again. | 
Hyatt was bending over, putting | 
a key. in the lock and one of his | 

men, swinging a wrench, jumped 
him ‘from behind. Another of his

“staff” was standing nearby. He 
had a knife and he started in 
after the first one. 

I thought, this is it; they didn’t 
like the terms and they’re going 
‘to take over and kill us all. 

But thank the good God, the 
second one was helping Hyatt 
instead of attacking him. Be- 
tween him and Hyatt, they soon 
had the other inmate under con- 
trol. 


Invited to Convicts’ Dinner. 


We were let out of the cells 
finally and taken downstairs to 
the office. Ward (Earl Ward, a 
mutiny leader) had us all sit 
down and very formally he told 
us of the arrangements that had 
.been made for the surrender. 

When he finished, he invited 
all of us guards to join him and 
the prisoners in their steak din- 
ner. 

We, of course, accepted imme- 
diately. But when they marched 
us out, as soon as we were all 
clear of 15 block, we stepped out 
of the line and let them go on 
to the dining room alone. I don’t 
think I could have drunk a cup 
of coffee then, let alone eat a 
piece of steak. 

At the fourth gate I met my 
wife. I don’t have to say what 
that first moment was like: in 
fact, I just don’t know any way 
to describe how happy I was. 

Anyhow, I’m back home now. 
I lost 20 pounds in those four 
days I was locked in 15 block 
and I didn’t have my BP off 
in all that time. But it’s over. 
I can only say, thank God I’m 
alive.

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HAGUE LOSES, POST 
AS COMMITTEEMAN 


Former Je rse y Democratic} 
Boss Makes No Effort to 
Keep Party Job. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 25 (UP) 
—Frank Hague, who once boasted 
“I am the law” and “the leading 
citizen of New Jersey” lost his 
post yesterday as New Jersey’s 
Democratic national committee- 
man. 

The action severed his last 
Official tie to the party in the 
state and nation and his friends 
said “the boss” is really retired 
for good this time. He had served 
for 30 years. 

Hague lost his committee post 


to Archibald S. Alexander, for- 
mer Under Secretary of the Army 
who is running for the Senate 
from New Jersey this year. 
Hague’s allies. put up no oppo- 
sition to the move at the state 
committee convention, and he 
was not even present. A few 
years ago any attempt to depose 
Hague would have signaled a bit- 
ter fight. 

Hague had been national com- 
mitteeman since 1922 and in that 
time was credited with making 
and breaking the state’s gover- 
nors, senators and judges besides 
wielding considerable weight on 
national issues. . 

Hague gives his age as 76. 

His decline in power began in 
1917 when he resigned as mayor 
of Jersey City. In 1949, his 
handpicked candidate for mayor 
was defeated by a former lieu- 
tenant, incumbent Mayor John V. 
Kenny. 

Earlier this year, Hague an- 
nounced he was returning to po- 
litical life and planned to fulfill 
his duties as national committee- 
man at the Chicago convention in 
July. His term does not expire 
until after the convention, when 
the national committee votes on 
the nominations made by the state 
committees. These are generally 
accepted. 

Former Representative Mary T. 
Norton, an ally of Hague, was re- 
elected national committeewoman 
without opposition.

Hits A-Bomb Use. 

Malik said atomic weapons 
were used toward the end of 
World War II on orders of Presi- 
dent Truman, and “many tens of 
thousands of completely innocent 
people” were killed in Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

Japanese used bacteriological 
weapons against Russia and the 
Mongolian People’s Republic and 
against China, and Hitler used 
the “notorious V-+l and V-2” 
against the United Kingdom, he 
added. 

Malik said there was no justi- 
fication for segregating these 
weapons into a separate group 
and postponing their prohibition 
and the submission of data on 
them to an indefinite future un- 
der the pretext that these weap- 
ons allegedly had not been used 
at the end of World War II. Thus, 
he argued, it was clear the United 
States proposals were based on a

Cold Command was gaining on 
Gushing Oil at the wire yester- 
/day but Wilson’s pride, which car- 
ried top weight at 123 pounds 
‘against the Whitney colt’s 121, 
will take some good credentials 
into net Saturday’s Derby. 

Yesterday’s triumph was Gush- 
ing Oil’s third 1952 victory in as 
many tries at a mile-and-an- 
eighth No other Derby candidate 
has a record to match the Wilson 
colt’s at that distance, which is 
just an eighth of a mile less than 
the Derby. 

Gushing Oil’s time of 1:52 2-5 
was well off Coaltown’s 1:49 1-5 
track record, but it was a cred- 
itable showing in the mud and 
was the colt’s second stakes tri- 
umph of the season over a slow 
track. So Wilson apparently has 
a chance to win his first Derby, 
regardless of the weather.

What’s This, Phog Not Talking? 
He’s Silent on Olympic Status 


By Robert Morrison 
Maybe it’s news when Phog 


Allen has no statement to make. 
If so, he made news as he visited 


St. Louis for speaking engage- 
ments because, at least on one 
small point, he had practically 
nothing to say. 

The 66-year-old Dr, Forrest C. 
Allen, Kansas University coach 
for 35 of the last 44 years, said 
he is determined to say nothing 
about his prospects of being the 
assistant Olympic basketball 
coach this summer. 

“Those people (the A.A.U. or 
Olympic board members) have the 
ball. I have made no statement 
and I don’t intend to,” said Allen, 
who did let slip something to the 
effect that he didn’t give a 
tinker’s damn, 

In the center or on the fringe 
of controversial matters concern- 
ing basketball for many years, 
the irrepressible Phog has had his 
Olympic coach status questioned 
in reports from the East. 

His Clyde Lovellette-led Kan- 
sas Jayhawks, national collegiate 
basketball champions, earned him 
the right to be an Olympic coach 
when they went to the final of 
the Olympic tryout. 

Before Kansas would go into 
the Olympic tryout, Allen posted 
an ultimatum that the Jayhawks 
would not play unless a midwest- 
ern official served as one of the 
referees for their games. 

This was not so far out of line. 
It’s customary in all major col- 
lege sports productions to select 
game officials on a basis of sec- 
tional representction. But the 
statement was taken as a sort of 
reflection and later, in connection 
with the question of Allen’s 
Olympic coaching qualifications, 
his “public utterances” were cited 
- a possible point that would bar 
im. 

So now Phog isn’t talking. 
“They're just waiting for me to 
say something,” he remarked. 
Neither did he have much to 
say about a report that Lovellette 
himself is “contaminated” as an 
Olympic - qualified amateur for 
having played against a player 
who played against professionals. 

Phog observed, however, that in 
this case, news reports indicate 
that Lovellette evidently has been 
cleared for Olympic duty by Na- 
tional A.A.U. Secretary Dan Fer- 
ris. 

It appears, said Phog, that in

So he 
created a plan for bringing Ger- 
man troops into a common Euro- 
pean army. This plan for a “Eu- 
ropean Defense Community” 
originally contained rigid safe- 
guards against the rise of an in- 
dependent Wehrmacht. The army 
was to be integrated at brigade 
level, which meant that the larg- 
est unit formed by men from 


one nation would be a combat 
team. 

This low level of integration 
was quickly discarded. Military 
experts and diplomats of both 
Germany and France saw imme- 
diately that it was impracticable. 
As finally revised the plan calls 
for integration at corps level, 
thus permitting the Germans to 
have national divisions, but the

They point 
out that few Germans have given 
up claim to the “lost territories” 
and that the reappearance of na- 
tional armed units would reverse 
the present pacific trends in 
West Germany and give rise to 
aggressive policies designed to 
regain those territories from the 
Soviet Union, Poland and Czech- 
oslovakia.

Rise in Number of Criminals as Population 
Grows, Antiquated Prisons Behind Rash 


B our criminal population; 
woefully behind. 


The New Jersey Penitentiary 
at Trenton, where one of the first 
outbreaks occurred, dates back 
almost to the days of George 
Washington. Other jails almost 
as antiquated include the Mary- 
land State Penitentiary at Balti- 
more, built in 1805, and the Massa- 
chusetts Penitentiary at Charles- 
ton, which dates back almost to 
revolutionary days. The Rahway 
(N.J.) State Prison Farm is rela- 
tively modern, built in 1890, but 
it looks as out-of-date as an Eng- 
lish castle and is surrounded by 
such a suburban area that farm- 
ing is out of the question. Built 
to house 700 inmates, a total of 
1000 are now crammed behind its 
dank walls. 

One of the gripes of the Rah- 
way prisoners—and a legitimate 
one—is that they are not per- 
mitted a hearing before the New 
Jersey Parole Board. When a 
prisoner is up for parole, a per- 
sonal hearing is standard in most 
states. A prisoner is permitted 
to appear before the parole board, 
state his case for parole, and an- 
swer questions.

FRENCH IN TUNISIA 
USE U.S., BRITISH 
ARMS, U.N. IS TOLD 


UNITED, NATIONS, N.Y., April 
25 (AP)—Representatives of six 


North African political groups 
charged yesterday that French 
troops in Tunisia are using Unit- 
ed States and British uniforms 
and weapons. 

In a message to Secretary-Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie, the North Afri- 
cans urged that he ask all U.N. 
members to refrain from giving 
military or financial aid to France 
until the Tunisian dispute is 
settled. 

“It is an undeniable fact that 
uniforms, equipment and arms 
now used by the French in Tunisia 
originate from British wartime 
and American postwar aid to 
France,” the message said. 

The communication was signed 
by representatives of the Tunisian 
Constitutional party, Algerian 
Popular party, Association of Al- 
gerian Ulemas, Manifesto Algeri- 
an party, Istiqlal party of Morocco 
and Democratic Party for Moroc- 
can Independence.

Big Turnout for Eisenhower. 

As for the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary, the important fact was not 
the outcome of the contest for 
delegates. Only eight places were 
directly in dispute between the 
Taft and Eisenhower forces, in 
Allegheny county, where the 
Eisenhower people did well. The 
important fact in Pennsylvania 
was, rather, the overwhelming 
turnout of Eisenhower enthu- 
siasts—far more than 800,000 of 
them—in a state where people 
rarely bother to vote in primaries, 
and in a primary with no real 
contest to give it zest. 

It seems to be conceded, even 
by Taft’s Pennsylvania friends, 
that this turnout represents a 
genuine popular trend. Gen. 
Eisenhower, who had no support 
whatever from the state organiza- 
tion, polled a vote very far ahead 
of Senator Edward Martin, for 
whom the organization went all- 
out. 

The big question remaining is 
whether this popular demonstra- 
tion in his own state will be 
heeded by Pennsylvania’s Gover- 
nor, John S. Fine. 

As the man who personally 
controlled by far the largest 
number of Pennsylvania’s 70 dele- 
gates, Gov.

The owners of 
many pro-Taft delegations, in the 
South, for instance, will then be 
unable to prevent their herds 
from joining the rush. 

The Eisenhower primary show- 
ing should influence Gov. Fine in 
the general’s direction, as proof 
that Eisenhower at' the head of 
the ticket will help the local 
Pennsylvania candidates, 


Gov. Fine wants to back a win- 
ner, and he will undoubtedly be 
impressed by such recent develop- 
ments as those in Texas and Colo- 
rado. In Colorado, despite the - 
strong Taft stand of Senator Eu- 
gene D. Millikin, the Eisenhower 
forces now expect to capture a 
majority of the delegation. In 
Texas, the Pro-Taft leaders of 
the established Republican or- 
ganization are now thought to be 
unable to stem the strong Eisen- 
hower surge in the state, except 
by holding a rump convention. 


Strong Taft Influences. 

On the Taft side, Gov. Fine is 
also subjected to extremely strong 
influence. The Grundy-Owlett- 
Pennsylvania Manufacturers As- 
sociation machine is pro-Taft. 
Fine, who wants to control Re- 
publican politics in Pennsylvania, 
has got to live with Grundy and 
Owlett in his back yard. 

Fine himself, who reserves his 
highest admiration for Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, probably in- 
clines personally toward the Ohio 
Senator. He has had a sharp 
falling out with Pennsylvania Sen- 
ator James Duff, the: boldest of 
the early Eisenhower backers. 

In this situation it is entirely 
possible that Fine will go either 
way. Since the Eisenhower-Taft 
race is still very close, Fine’s de- 
cision will probably determine 
such vital questions as which dele- 


gation is to be seated if a con- 
test develops in Texas.

Union Is Final Step. 

In the final phase the directly- 
elected assembly will assume real 
political control and western Eu- 
ropean federation will have be- 
come a fact. 

Until then, the Council of Min- 
isters will make all the decisions. 
A unanimous vote of the Council 
is required in deciding whether 
an emergency exists that calls for 
mobilization. By unanimous vote 
it also must nominate the senior 
officers of the European Army, 
approve the total budget and the 
distribution of the national 
shares, and give general direc- 
tives to the commission. 

By a two-thirds majority the 
Council can ask the assembly to 
pass a vote of censure against the 
commission as a whole—where- 
upon the commission must resign. 
By a simple majority the council 
can approve the rearmament 
program, 

Both France and Germany have 
attached so many conditions to 
the treaty that ratification is un- 
likely, at best, before the end of 
summer. Beyond that, 18 months 
is the minimum time required to 
train and equip the 12 German 
divisions that must start from 
scratch. So it would be well into 
‘1954 before Gen. Eisenhower's 
successor could have German di- 
visions ready for combat.

Compromise With Germans. 

A compromise was worked out 
whereby Western Germany, while 
reserving its right to claim full 
membership, will be admitted to 
consultation with NATO. 

The bik danger lies in the fact 
that neither the Government of 
France nor that of West Germany 
can count on the support of its 
Parliament. The statesmen of 
Paris and Bonn found themselves 
far out ahead of public opinion 
when the plan was unveiled for 
parliamentary debate two months 
ago. 
EE there was a flare- 
up of old fears and enmities that 
threatened not only to wreck the 
European Army but disrupt the 
Atlantic alliance. 

Size of Units. 

Current plans for the European 
Army call for 43 divisions by 
1954. France is to raise 14 divi- 
sions and Germany 12. Each na- 
tional infantry division will be 
13,000 strong with about 2000 re- 
serves. Armored and mechanized 
units will be 12,600 strong. The 
basic international unit will be 
the army corps with a mixed staff 
that would command three or 
four divisions of different nation- 
alities not exceeding 80,000 in all. 

Germany would contribute six 
panzer (armored) divisions, three 
panzer-grenadier divisions and 
three motorized infantry divi- 
sions. Each . panzer division 
would have 280 to 300 tanks, and 
the others lesser numbers, but 
this ‘would depend on American 
deliveries. The Germans would 
have a tactical air force of about 
600 planes, and a small coastal 
labor force. | 

In the air force the largest na- 
tional unit would be 1200 to 
1800 men and 75 planes—about 
the size of a “group” in the 
United States Air Force—placed 
under an integrated tactical com- 
mand headquarters.

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Almost unnoticed in the country at large, an 
amazing detective story is being unfolded in a 
series of affidavits filed in the court of Federal 
Judge Goddard in New York. These affidavits 
present the case for a new trial for Alger Hiss, 
former high State Department official, convicted 
as a perjurer two years ago. 

The allegations, which are being presented by 
Chester T. Lane, the Hiss lawyer in this aspect 
of the much-discussed case, add up to the charge 
that Alger Hiss was framed by Whittaker Cham- 


_ bers. The latter is the confessed ex-Communist 


spy courier, who was Sccuser and chief witness 
against Hiss. . 

Since Hiss’ conviction in a second trial—the 
first resulted in a hung jury—Chambers has 
written a forthcoming book, “Witness: Whittaker 
Chambers,” parts of which were recently serial- 
ized, with much attendant publicity, by the 
Saturday Evening Post. . 

The purpose of the series of affidavits is to 
put before the court the astonishing mateffals 
which would be presented in a new trial. If the 
allegations stand up in court the results will be 
nothing less than sensational. 

. * ® 


It is no conclusion of ours that Alger Hiss was 
framed by Chambers. That is the deliberate as- 
sertion of Chester Lane after gathering what he 
intends to offer as evidence. In view of the fact 
that Mr. Lane is a wholly respectable and thor- 
oughly competent member of the bar, what he 
says he now knows about the untrustworthiness 

of the evidence on which Alger Hiss was con- 
victed and sent to prison for five years cannot 
be brushed off. “ 

The reason the case for a new trial is being 
presented in a series of affidavits rather than in 
a singlé statement is because the detective story 
is unfolding so fast that one affidavit is not 
enough to contain it. Mr. Lane says his work 
of gathering evidence has been subjected to the 
constant surveillance of the FBI, and that some 
needed witnesses have declined to give affidavits. 


Thus last January, Mr. Lane supported the 
new trial motion with an affidavit that the type- 
writer, offered as crucial evidence against Hiss 
in the previous trials, could have been faked and 
therefore was not conclusive evidence that the 
stolen State Department papers were copied on 
the old Woodstock typewriter owned by Alger 
Hiss. .By March, however, spectrochemical in- 
spection of the typewriter by Dr. Daniel P. Nor- 
man of Boston, consulting industrial chemist, 
gave the defense lawyer a basis for saying that 
the typewriter not only could have been but 
actually was a fake. 

> * - 

What the typewriter expert said was that the 
key machine “shows positive signs of having 
been deliberately altered, in that many of its 
‘types are replacements of the originals and 
have been deliberately shaped.” He also said 
that the soldering job had been done “sloppily” 
as if by an amateur, outside a typewriter factory. 

In a third affidavit, filed only this week, Mr. 
Lane says that expert examination shows the 
papers, which Hiss’ wife was accused of copying 
from State Department documents, also are fab- 
rications. 

This affidavit alleges that the papers show 
such different characteristics of aging and dis- 
coloration “that they cannot have been stored 
together for 10 years in a single envelop and 
therefore cannot have been kept in the envelop 
which Chambers recovered.” It also alleges that 
expert testimony will show that these papers 
were not copied by Mrs. Hiss and that two and 
probably more people did copy them. 

Another new piece jn the astonishing detective 
story concerns the maid, Edith Murray, who was 
the only witness to corroborate the testimony of 


* 


Chambers and his wife, that the Hiss and Cham- 
bers families enjoyed an intimate social rela- 
tionship. The new allegation is that the Cham- 
bers did not have a Negro maid at that time. 
This is supported by detailed statements by two 

rsons—a frequent visitor to the Baltimore 

ouse in which the Chambers lived on the third 
floor and the custodian of a building next door 
to another address of the Chambers. 

Edith Murray was the “surprise” witness on 
the last day of the sécond trial. Should her 
testimony be proved false it would destroy the 
only evidence the prosecution ever offered, aside 
from the testimony of the Chambers, that the 
two families had been seen together. - 

Still another allegation is that Chambers did 
not tell the truth about the time when he left 
the Communist party. This is based on the rec- 
ords of the Oxford University Press in London, 
for which Chambers translated a book just after 
he left the party in 1937 or 1938. } 

The publisher, Paul Willert, states in his af- 


fidavit that Chambers gave the impression “of: 


being hysterical and suffering from persecution 
mania.” More important, records and testimony 
of the publisher point to the conclusion that 
Chambers was translating the book, and there- 
fore had left the party and gone into hiding 
some time before the dates on documents which 
he alleges he received from Hiss while still in 
the party. | 
* * . 

Such allegations could hardly be more seri- 
ous so far as the Hiss case is concerned. If they 
are true, can it be that the Department of Jus- 
tice, which prosecuted Hiss, did not know of any 
of them? The citizen, who was mystified by this 
case from the beginning, has no way of knowing 
the answer, but he will want it cleared up as 
soon as possible. 

These startling attacks on the validity of the 
testimony on which Alger Hiss was convicted 
have received only scant attention. Fred Rodell, 
professor of law at Yale, wrote pointedly about 
the motion for The Progressive magazine and 
there have been scattered news items. But 
many if not most newspapers, so we suspect, 
have not had so much as a single line about 
the sensational arguments for a new trial. 

Whatever St. Louisans may think of Alger 
Hiss, they have good reason to respect the legal 
ability and investigative skill of his present law- 
yer, Chester Lane. 

For this city will or should remember Mr. 
Lane. He was general counsel for the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 12 years ago. He di- 
rected the SEC investigation of the Union Elec- 
tric Co. That investigation, it hardly needs to be 
added, resulted in the removal of top executives 
of a powerful utility and the imprisonment of 
several for corrupt practices. In short, Chester 
Lane is a member of the bar to reckon with.

guilty in a third trial. On the basis of the amaz- 
ing affidavits we do not see how Judge Goddard 
can do other than approve the motion. Indeed 
we should think the Department of Justice and 
its agency, the FBI, would insist that the new 
charges be heard in court as soon as possible. 

In the United States it 1s not only true that 
an accused person is innocent until proved guil- 
ty, as Alger Hiss was so voted by a jury. It is 
also true that no one is supposed to be convicted 
on faked evidence. 

How good was the evidence on which Alger 
Hiss was sent to prison? If it is still good a new 
trial will show that, and Hiss can stay .behind 
bars. If it is no good, let that be found out and 
also the identity of those who framed it. 

_ Judge Goddard should, in our opinion, in or- 
der to resolve these questions, grant a new trial.

More Important Than Dollars 


There is serious concern in Congress just now 
about governmental spending, especially in con- 
nection with national defense. But all of the 
worrying seems to be done in terms of dollars. 
Instead, the men on Capitol Hill would do well 
to take to heart Interior Secretary Chapman’s 
warning against the waste of natural resources. 


Of course, nobody wants to belittle dollars, 
but lost mohey may be recouped—not so natural 
resources. The story of our vanished forests is 
a familiar one, but its moral is not applied 
frequently enough to oil, minerals and other 
resources. Currently, we are using them up at 
an enormous rate. 

Secretary Chapman has one practical sugges- 
tion: Let the United States put more present 
reliance on the resources of other countries. 
In other words, let the Government buy more 
raw materials abroad while continuing intelligent 
conservation policies at home. This should pay 
dividends in both the short and the long runs. 


For the short run, it would not only meet 
our needs but also shore up the economies of 
other nations desperately in need of dollars. 
For the long run, it would avoid the danger that 
we may “come out of this time of trial weaker 
and poorer than when we went in—less able to 
provide our people with the goods and services 
they need, enfeebled because we have dissipated 
our basic resources in order to produce the 
planes and warships and bombs and other arma- 
ments that we need, saddled permanently with a 
lower standard of living.” 

If that were to Happen, then we would “find 
that we have actually lost the struggle, no matter 
what has happened to the totalitarian regimes 
which now threaten our existence.” 
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New Safety in the Air 
An idea which experts believe will contribute 
greatly to the safety of passengers on airplanes 
will shortly be applied in Australia, the first 
country in the world to make it compulsory. The 
idea is the very simple one of facing passengers’ 
seats toward the rear of the plane instead of the 
front. In that way, the seat will become a cush- 
ion supporting the passenger in event of a crash. 
British and American experts also are im- 
pressed with the sensibleness of facing airplane 
seats to the rear. The United States Air Force 
only this’ month announced that a number of 
its C-131 transport planes have been ordered 
equipped with seats facing backward. Commer- 
cial airlines resist the idea because they think 
it would frighten passengers and the Ciyil Aero- 
nautics Board is not sure it possesses authority 

to compel them to adopt the method. 
' Riding backward on an airplane might seem 
strange for a time, but the strangeness would 
cértainly not be long in wearing off. People ride 
backwards on trains ‘all the time, have done so 
for years, and think nothing of it. While some 
passengers with more fear than thoughtfulness 
_ might not like to be reminded that a crash is a 
possibility, those who really thought about it 
would be reassured by the evidence that a new 
safeguard had been set up for their protection 
in case a crash should occur. We do not yet 


suggest that backward-facing seats should be 
made mandatory in the United States, but only 
that the Australian experiment should be 
watched, and that some trial uses of the idea in 
this country might prove more popular than 
the commercial airlines seem to expect. 
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Tightening Up on Service Cars 

City Counselor Crowe has made an excellent 
case for tighter controls over the service car 
business here. The nub of his argument is that 
the city should have at least as much authority 
to govern service car operations as it has over 
taxicabs and their operations. He is right. 

Under existing ordinances, about all the city 
can require from the service car firms is that 
they post a liability bond. There is no rule that 
they obtain operating permits from the Board of 
Public Service on a showing of convenience and 
necessity, as the cab companies must. Nor does 
the city have the power to license service car 
drivers, as it does in the case of taxi men. 

It is difficult to see why the Board of Alder- 
men has not acted before this to bring service 
car regulations into harmony with those applying 
to the taxi firms and their drivers. Now that 
Mr. Crowe has drawn attention to this glaring 
inconsistency, the Aldermen should move quickly 
to eliminate it.

Truman. As head of the Mutual Security Agency 
he now plays a leading role in the execution of 
American foreign policy. 

This experience probably qualifies Mr. Harri- 
man for the administrative side of the presiden- 
cy, but that is only one side and perhaps the 
least important. When it comes to political ap- 
peal his youthful prowess as a polo player will 
not be much help, and his record of never hav- 
ing won an election may bé more of a handicap 
than never having met a payroll once was said 
to be.

The lamps of liberty, which have never 
shone very brightly in South Africa, have 
now become painfully dim. The non- 
Europeans who constitute the overwhelm- 
nig majority of its people have always 
lacked even elementary citizens’ rights. 
Since the Nationalist government of Dr. 
Daniel Francois Malan assumed power in 
May 1948 the bulk of the European popu- 
lation is also in danger of losing its say in 
government. 

Dr. Malan’s fundamental policy is 
apartheid, which literally translated means 
“separation.” But its 
meaning is more ac- 
curately summed up 
in the brutal Nation- 
alist slogan Keffer 
op sy plek en Koelie 
uit de land—“The 
Kaffir in his place 
and the coolie out of 
the country.” 


To the ten million 
native, colored, and 
Indian people of 
South Africa, apar- 
theid means violence, 
terror, wholesale im- 
prisonment, and 
slavery; it means : 
ljandlessness, poverty and the denial of 
edueation, be gee > and elemen- 
tary democratic rights. 

‘Campaignin on this policy, the Nation- 
alists in 1948 obtained a majority of 
seven in the 153-member House of Assem- 
bly; in the Senate their majority for some 
time consisted only of the casting vote of 
the chairman. They and their ally, the 
Afrikaner party, polled between them — 
442.338 votes as against 623,716 in opposi- 


tion. 
300,000 Indians Disfranchised 


From the moment they assumed power, 
the Nationalists—drawing their inspira- 
tion from the Nazis—embarked upon & 
policy of intimidating and terrorizing this 
majority opposition. 

On the legislative front the Nationalists 
resorted to flagrant juggling of the fran- 
chise in order to strengthen their frail 
parliamentary majority. In 1948 they dis- 
franchised the 300,000 Indians in the coun- 
try who had formerly been represented by 
three delegates in the House and two in 
the Senate—who by law had to be Euro- 
peans, incidentally. 

In 1949 they passed a law which gave 
the Europeans of Southwest Africa—fewer 
than 20,000 voters in all, many of them 
Germans and Nazis—the right to elect six 
members of the House and four Senators. 
(In South Africa’s urban areas a member 
represents an average of 12,000 voters; 
hence the vote of a German in Southwest 
Africa is worth three or four times that of 
a citizen of Johannesburg or Capetown.) 


The Union of South Africa has no con- 
stitution, but the South Afri¢a Act, the 
legal basis of the Union, has always been 
regarded as taking the place of constitu- 
tion. Section 35 of the Act provides that 
no person may be disqualified as voter by 
reason of his race or color except by the 
vote of two thirds of the total members of 
both houses of Parliament sitting in joint 
session. 


Separate Rolls for Natives 


Today there are about 1,000,000 colored 
people—non-Europeans of mixed origin as 
distinct from Bantus or Indians—in South 
Africa. The overwhelming majority live 
in the Cape, southernmost province of the 
Union, where they have always enjoyed 
franchise rights equal—at least technically 
—to those of Europeans. Because of strin- 
gent property and educational qualifica- 
tions fewer than 50,000 succeeded in be- 
coming registered voters for the last elec- 
tion. Nevertheless, this colored vote was 
of great importance in about ten consti- 
tuencies. 

In the face of the nation-wide protest 
the Nationalist Government last year 
es the Separate Representation of 

oters Act which placed colored voters on 
a separate roll and limited their repre- 
sentation to four Europeans in the House 
and one in the Senate. The act was passed 
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Dr. Malen 


by a bare majority in separate sittings 
and not by a two-thirds majority in a joint 
session as provided by the South Africa 
Act. Four colored voters challenged the 
law before the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, and last March 20, in a 
dramatic moment, the Honorable A. van de 
S. Centlivres, Chief Justice of the Union, 
declared it was the unanimous decision of 
the five-man tribunal that the law was 
null and void. 

The opinion was, in effect, a reversal of 
an earlier one by the same court—then 
differently constituted—which had upheld 
a 1936 act placing native voters, as distinct 
from colored voters, on a separate roll. 
Chief Justice van de S. Contlivres, in the 
current case, specifically said that he and 
his colleagues believed the earlier decision 
to have been wrong. 

The court’s action elated the masses of 
non-Europeans as well as all liberty-lov- 
ing whites in the country. But on the after- 
noon of the same day Dr. Malan grimly 
challenged not only the decision but the 
court. 


Would Nationalists Revolt? 


Many anti-Nationalists felt that if he 
had really wanted to test the sentiment of 
the country, he should have resigned and 
held an election. But most of all, they saw 
in his challenge to the judiciary a dire 
threat to the whole people and to the few 
liberties left to them. 

The following day Dr. Malan announced 
that legislation would soon be introduced 
which would deprive the courts retro- 
actively of all rights to pass on acts of 
Parliament. The question arises; Would 
such an act be itself legal? Suppose it were 
approved by Parliament; suppose, in 
preparation for the general election sched- 
uled for next year, Dr. Malan proceeded 
to put the colored voters on a separate list: 
suppose his act were again challenged and 
the Appeals Court again decided against 
him? Suppose, further, that on the basis 
of the March 20 opinion, voters again 
challenged, this time successfully, the 1936 
law which had put natives on separate 
lists? What then would be the situation? 


In effect, the people of South Africa 
would have to decide between the law as 
enunciated by an independent judiciary 
and by the independent Dr. Malan. There 
are some who believe that, in such a crisis, 
the Nationalists might decide to carry 
through a national revolution and pro- 
claim a Nazi-style republic. 


Showdown on a “Third Reich” 


Meanwhile mass demonstrations are be- 
ing held throughout the country, organized 
chiefly by the War Veterans’ Torch Com- 
mando, now a year old. With a member- 
ship of 150,000, its sole purpose is to seek 
the removal of the Nationalist party from 
power by lawful means; it emphasizes that 
South Africans, thousands of whom gave 
their lives to help rid the world of Nazism 
and Fascism, want no part of either in 
their own country. 

The alternative to apartheid is a truly 
democratic South Africa, with all racial 
groups enjoying full democracy and equal 
opportunities for advancement. Unfortu- 
nately the Nationalists’ major opposition, 
the United party, which was led for thirty 
years by the late Gen. Smuts, is in opposi- 
tion only in the play for power, not in 
basic tenets. 


The defeat of the Nationalists would 
not of itself bring about any immediate 
fundamental changes in South Africa. It 
would, however, open the door to the pos- 
sibility of a clear political division be- 
tween those who want to see South Africa 
evolve into a “Third Reich” and those who 
want to see it evolve into a great demo- 
cratic state leading the rest of Africa in 
progress and civilization.

“‘Love at the Little Theater” 


TEMPEST-TOST, by Robertson Davies. (Rinehart & Co., 
307 pqs., $3.) 


Preparation for presentation of “The 
Tempest” had the Salterton Little Theater 
group in a frenzy. Plans for an outdoor 
production were made, characters were 
cast from the list of available amateurs, 
and rehearsals got under way in the tradi- 
— manner—including the usual squab- 

es. 

“She has a-heart like an artichoke; one 
man pulls off @# leaf, dips it in melted 
butter and consumes it with relish; another 
does the same. Anybody can have a leaf, 
but nobody gets them all, and nobody 
touches the core.” Thus the description of 
Griselda Webster, heiress-apparent, whose 
father’s estate provided adequate space 
and scenery for the outdoor performance. 
A quiet girl in her late teens, men feared 
Griselda’s money more than they admired 
her, but the show provided an opening 
for her in the fields of popularity and ro- 
mance. To Hector Meckilwraith, professor 
of mathematics, the 
financial statement 
meant little. He was 
twice her age—a 
self-made man with 
perseverance and de- 
termination. He de- 
cided to fall in love 
with Griselda. Why? 
Because she smiled 
at him! His preb- 
lem was (to him) a 
simple one: he loved 
her and she in turn 
would love him—be- 
yond that point he 
did not think. Being 
unaccustomed to the 
whims of the opposite sex, Hector attacked 
the problem according to the “two invalu- 
able secrets of life”: planning and common 
sense. He had accomplished all else in 
this manner. Now, in his first attempt at 
love, he employed the same means. 

Meanwhile, Griselda’s attentions were 
centered on Solly Bridgetower, pampered 
son of a more pampered mother. He be- 
lieved his first duty was to his mother 
(who called him “Lovey”) and could not be 
sure he loved Griselda without maternal 
consent. The situation was further com- 
plicated by Roger Tasset, Salterton’s “wolf” 
and “fortune-seeker.” As rehearsals pro- 
gressed turmoil mounted and it became ap- 
parent that Griselda's knowledge of love 
was no greater than Hector’s. The Little 
Theater Group tangled and untangled itself 
until opening night when strange events 
came to pass. 

Mr. Robertson Davies can well be com- 
plimented that, although imaginary, the 
creations of his fancy in “Tempest-Tost” 
can be identified, approximately, with any 
reader's list of friends. His characters are 
natural. His story is light, colorful, hu- 
morfous and has a surprise conclusion.

Science fiction anthologies seem to be 
the rage this year, and at the rate they 
are appearing they will probably top the 
sizable number that last year produced. 
Bleiler and Dikty are yeoman contributors 
to this cause, and the number of antholo- 
gies that they have edited must be pushing 
a half-dozen. In “Imagination Unlimited” 
they have used a technique that seems to 
be growing in popularity, at least among 
the editors; that is, choosing stories fol- 
lowing a central theme. Bleiler and Dikty 
this time ‘have taken- four themes: Mathe- 
matics and Philosophy, Physical Sciences, 
Biological Sciences and the Social Sci- 
ences. Under these headings they have 
collected 13 stories, each fitting one of 
the categories. (It would be difficult to 
find a story that wouldn't.) Several of 
the better writers are represented and the 


stories are fair with a few good ones. 


“Tomorrow, The Stars” finds Robert 
Heinlein in an unaccustomed role, that of 
editor instead of writer. He does, how- 
ever, slip in a very readable forward defin- 
ing science fiction and discussing some of 
its criteria—with which it has never been 
overburdened. The 14 short stories pre- 
sented are somewhat better than average.

ENEMY CASUALTIES IN KOREA 
NOW ESTIMATED AT 1,704,000 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (UP) 
—The Defense Department today 
estimated that enemy battle and 
non-battle casualties in Korea 
now total about 1,704,000. 

This covers the war through 
April 16, and is an increase of 
about 18,000 over the last esti- 
mate which covered the period 
through April 3. 

The increases are reflected in 
about 6000 battle and almost 12,-

Costs to U.S. Inflated by 
‘Customs’ of Bidders 
on Defense Jobs, 
House Group Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (UP) 
—House investigators called on 
the Federal Trade Commission 
today to find out if the automo- 
bile parts industry can be prose- 


cuted for “gouging” the govern- 
ment on defense contracts. 


A House Executive Expendi- 
tures subcommittee, in a report 
on its investigation of the indus- 
try, said there are “long standing 
customs or tacit understandings” 
among bidders for defense orders 
which result in prices ‘inflated 
beyond all reason.” 


It particularly complained that 
parts makers sometimes refuse to 
bid on government contracts so 
that the vehicle assemblers can 
enjoy this business. Since the 
assemblers first have to buy the 
parts from the makers, the price 
the Army has to pay is higher. 

The subcommittee, in hearings 
last December in Detroit, assert- 
ed that the Government was 
overcharged at least $306,000,000 
in the previous three years on 
automotive parts. 

‘Parasite’ Five Percenters. 


It said in its report today that 
it found a “widespread” infiltra- 
tion of “‘parasite” five percenters, 
many of whom arrange to get 
their cut of contracts awarded 
even under. competitive bidding. 
Their commissions are included 
in the bid prices. 

The investigators said the 
Government spends nearly one 
billion dollars a year on automo- 
tive parts. 

It cited one case in which the 
Studebaker company made cyl- 
inder heads for $4.04 apiece but 
the Government paid $18.35 for 
them after the parts had passed 
through three middlemen.

BOOKIE GROSS AGREES 
TO TELL ON POLICEMEN 


18 New York Officers Face 
Hearing on Charges In- 
volving Protection. 


NEW YORK, April 25 (AP)— 
Ex-Bookie Harry Gross, whose 
silence wrecked the conspiracy 


has agreed to talk at a Police 
Department hearing. 

Police Commissioner George P. 
Monaghan announced yesterday 
that Gross had decided behind 
prison bars to testify against 18 
officers accused in the protection 
of Gross’s $20,000,000-a-year gam- 
bling ring. 

The officers have been tried at 
one departmental hearing and 
acquitted of disciplinary charges. 
Monaghan said they would be re- 
tried on the basis of what Gress 
has told officials. 

Some of the 18 were among 18 
officers on trial in Kings County 
Court last September when Gross, 
the state’s key witness, suddenly 
refused to testify. The defendants, 
accused of conspiring to protect 
Gross’s bookmaking operations for 
money, were freed for lack of 
evidence. 

For 10 days the bookie, now 
serving a 12-year prison sentence 
for bookmaking and conspiracy, 
has been talking to police offi- 
cials. As a result, a departmental 
hearing has been ordered Wednes- 
day for two captains, one lieuten- 
ant, one sergeant and 14 patrol- 
men. 

Gross apparently is talking in 
an effort to get his prison term 
reduced. 

The state’s case, built in two 
‘years of probing, went sour be- 
'cause of Gross’s actions. 

While in protective police cus- 
today, he fled the city for a day 
at the Atlantic City (N.J.), race- 
track, evading a widespread 
search for hours. Then, after 
he returned, he turned into a 
hostile witness for the state.

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The New Films

Fable in Neo-Realism 

IRECTOR Vittorio DeSica and Screenwriter Cesare 
Zavattini, who dealt so effectively with man’s inhumanity 
to man in a tragic vein in the Italian films, “Shoeshine,” 
and “The Bicycle Thief,” have gone into the same subject in « 
comic tenor in “MIRACLE IN MILAN,” at 
the SHADY OAK and PAGEANT THEATERS. 
The film is a curious combination of what 
DeSica calls his neo-realism with whimsey, 
fantasy and allegory, in the styles of Charles 
Chaplin and Rene Clair. We start off with 
an orphan youth (The Good Toto) entering a 
shantytown on the outskirts of Milan, exuding 
a simple, child-like goodness and chunky cheeriness and quickly 
organizing the inmates into a happy community. So far it has 

the sentimentality and warmness of a John Steinbeck. 


Then enter the capitalists, with a sort of ballet movement, 
to claim their property, and that is the start of a stylized 
fantasy that is developed to slapstick proportions. Oil, which 
looks exactly like water, is discovered on the site, and the 
multimillionaire owner moves in with an army of his private 
police. But a dove which the spirit of his foster mother has 
given Toto works miracles, drives off the bad capitalistic 
police and gives the squatters all the riches they covet until 
they find the greatest richness is love for fellow man, This 
is accomplished with all sorts of conceits and fancies. The 
invention sometimes is amusing and many of the shots are 
striking. It is often a sort of Keystone cops slapstick with a 
message. 


However, I must confess DeSica’s treatment here didn’t 
send me. I thought it over-simplification, over-indulgence in 
allegory and burlesque. And still, for all its spelling out of 
its. surface details, such as the forces of greed, deception, 
chicanery and selfishness in opposition to human love, 
as represented by the saint-like Toto, I found it murky as to 
deeper and more subtle exposition. 


Artlessness and joy, which DeSica seemed to be striving 
for, may be found in kindergarten children’s playing; these 
qualities do not necessarily: make the results works of genius, 
I often found the comedy too mannered and contrived in its 
_ very pseudo-ingenuousness. 


Toto is finely and radiantly played by Francesco Golisano. 
But in various amateurs used by DeSica, some of them actual 
vagrants and squatters from similar Hoovervilles in Italy, one 
could often detect, except in the children, the mannered style 
of the director working on them and through them. To me it 
became irritating. DeSica has been able to concentrate on a 
couple of amateurs in previous films, and by shaping natural- 
- ism in them, made them seem like actors of genius. It’s not 
s0 easy in a mob of extras. 


To be fair, I must record this film was acclaimed with 
shouts of Joy by the New York critics, who called it such nice 
things as richly or slyly humorous, beautiful, wonderful and 
hilarious. We prefer the grimmer DeSica.

Fia:d Country, Soft Heart 
“THE WILD NORTH,” at LOEW'S STATE has a switch- 
eroo on the usual Northwest Mounted Police story. In this, 
the hunted man, a French-Canadian trapper (Stewart Granger), 
brings back the mounty (Wendell Corey) who went to get him. 
Wendell had gone off his rocker on account 
of being chewed up by wolves, Nor is 
Granger satisfied with being such a model 
fugitive. He even conducts his own psychia- 
tric cure by taking the mounty on a canoe 
ride through some terrific rapids which force 
him to fight for his life and snap him out of 
his daze. 
The fights with the wolves and with the rapids are the 
only really exciting action features, and I’ don’t believe the 


dramatic aspects will stir anyone unduly. But the thing is . 


helped along considerably by some beautiful scenic shots in 
Ansco color, newly improved. The process strikes me as just 
about as good as Technicolor, which has been king-pin up to 
now, particularly in the outdoor shots where in inferior 
processes the color is thin and the trees and sky tend to fade 
in color fastness and blur. In addition it seems to be cheaper 
to use, so we'll probably be seeing a lot of it. 


The other feature, “SHADOW IN THE SKY,” also is about 
a mental shock case, a former marine who is afraid of rain 
because of a terrible combat experience during a downpour 
in the South Seas. The story has a lot of naturalism and is 
well acted by Ralph Meeker, Jean Hagen, James Whitmore 
and Nancy Davis, but it never generates any particular power.

Western Vengeance 

“RANCHO NOTORIOUS,” at the MISSOURI, starts off 
with a narrative sung as a mournful ballad about a tale of 
lust, murder, hate and revenge in the old West, which seems 
to have been chock full of these elements. A full-blown 

romantic style is thus created which is main- 
tained through a cowboy’s (Arthur Kennedy’s) 
bitter quest from the Canadian border to 
Mexico for the bandit who raped and mur- 
dered his fiancee in Wyoming. 
The search settles on a fabulous saloon 
queen famed in song and story from Cactus 
Gulch to Tombstone who has disappeared 
from the scene. She turns out to be none other than Marlene 
Dietrich and to be operating a ranch haveh near Mexico for 
train and bank robbers on the lam. 

The yarn sinks into the usual Western cliches about this 
point. Though neither Marlene’s rather mature charms nor 
the deadly manner of her soft-spoken gunman friend, Mel 
Ferrer, keep Arthur from tracking down his prey, and there 
are plenty of bodies scattered about at the end, it loses what- 
ever distinctive mood of romantic tragedy it had and becomes 
conventional bang-bang stuff. 
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The ‘Syndicate’ Again 

“HOODLUM EMPIRE,” at FOX attempts to create a 
fictional inside story on one of the investigations of the 
Kefauver crime committee. It reproduces a typical committee 
hearing, with Brian Donlevy, Gene Lockhart, Luther Adler 

and Claire Trevor playing people obviously 
modeled after Senators Kefauver and 
Tobey, that retired character, Costello, and 
Virginia Hill. As far as this part of the film 
is concerned, why did they bother? The 
original was seen and absorbed in all its 
immediacy and natural drama by millions 
on television or in the newsreels. This is 
no improvement, although Senator Tobey’s speeches have 
been polished as to literary style. 

. The “inside” story turns out to be just another formula 
crook yarn about the “syndicate,” a young former member 
who tries\to go respectable but is hounded by the racketeers, 
who are afraid he will sing to the committee, and that 

h which exposes the syndicate’s frameup just in 
time. It sometimes rises superbly to the level of the mediocre. 
Maybe the “syndicate” bosses and their molls are actually as 
the way the stereotyped crime movies usually show them in 
their plush suites; if they are, they’re not very interesting. 


The other feature is “STEEL TOWN,” with Ann Sheridan, 
John Lund and Howard Duff, which offers some plinding 
views of steel furnaces in white-hot Technicolor and teaches 
us a little about how the metal is made, but is otherwise 
just boys-fight-over-girl stuff. In steel-mill dramas, some- 
body usually gets boiled in a caldron of molten metal. But 
this is just a romance, and the sacrifice to art,- in this case 
the girl’s leathery old father, is saved by the hero, who is 
just the owner’s nephew winging his way to the top.

To Be “Austere” 
HE “austere” person is char- 
T acterized by severity, first of 
all in his own way of life, and 
consequently in his attitude or 
judgment of others.

H comes. directly 
from the Latin “austerus,” out of 
the Greek which means to parch 
or dry! How literal is this signifi- 
cance is manifest in old usage 
such as “an austere wine” or “the 
austere crabapple.” 

Thus it would seem that it is 
austerity as applied to persons 
which is in the nature of meta- 
phor, and its use to denote the 
dry or sour the essential sense 
of the word! , 


THERE'S A NEW TASTE TREAT IN STORE FOR HOMEMAKERS AND 
THEIR FAMILIES—A NEW PARFAIT PIE RECIPE, 


é6 HE discovery of a new 
dish is more beneficial to 
humanity than the discov- 
ery of a new star.” That's accord- 
ing to Brillat-Savarin, the French 
epicurean an philosopher. Well, 
today, it is almost as uncommon. 
It‘ seems as “if everything in the 
repertory of foods has been ex- 
hausted. 
But now, a novel recipe for a 


pie has been launched, It is the. 


product of one experimental test 
kitchen of a well-known food 
company and has been thoroughly 
re-tested by another whose pro- 
ducts are used, as you might ex- 
pect, in the recipe. It actually is 
not for just one pie but for any 
number of fruit combinations. 
Since an army survey showed that 
banana cream pie was the popular 
choice among the men, I believe 
this new concoction will at least 
be a competitor of old-fashioned 
apple pie, the former choice. 


The shell for this pie is stand- 
ard pastry glorified with chopped 
nuts and actually melts in your 
mouth, a symbolic test for good 
pastry, The base for the filling 
is a fruit flavored gelatin dis- 
solved in hot water. Into this is 
beaten vanilla ice cream. The 
mixture is chilled until it thickens 
to some gxtent. Then, the fruit 
is folded in. When a pureed fruit 
is used, only one cup of hot water 
is needed to dissolve the gelatin. 
When sliced fruits, about one and 
one-half cups are used, the wa- 
ter is increased to one and one- 
fourth cups. 

The texture of the finished pie 
is reminiscent of that of nessel- 


rode and as no eggs or milk or 
cream are called for in the recipe, 


the cost of the ice cream as an 


ingredient is not out of line for 
this perfect parfait pie. Thig is 
not redundant praise, as you will 
find when you try the recipe. 


Prune Parfait Pie 


One cup. sifted all-purpose 
flour; one-half teaspoon salt; one- 
third cup finely chopped nuts; 
one-third cup shortening; two 
to three tablespoons cold water. 


Sift flour and salt together. 
Add nuts. Cut in shortening until 
particles are the size of small 
peas, Sprinkle water over mix- 
ture, tossing lightly with fork 
until dough is moist enough to 
hold together.

Gently pat out air pockets, Fold 
edge to form standing rim, and 
flute. Prick crust with fork. Bake 
in hot oven (425 F.) 12 to 15 
minutes. Cool. Yields: eight-inch 


pie. 
Prune Filling 


One package lemori-flavored 
gelatin; one cup hot water: one 
pint vanilla ice cream; two-thirds 
cup pureed prunes (baby food). 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water 
in two-quart saucepan. Add ice 
cream by spoonsful, stirring until 
melted. Then chill until thickened 
but not set (10 to 15 minutes). 
Fold in prunes. Turn into cooled 
baked pie shell. Chill until firm 
(25 to 30 minutes). Garnish with 
whipped cream and chopped nuts, 
if desired.

ALL OF THESE functions many 
divorced mothers perform ably 
and well. 
But there is one situation where 


' we have known many women, in 


their very effort to do the right

This is when they become wor- 
ried or anxious or over-solicitous 
of their children in an effort to 

_“make it up to them” because 
they do not have a father. 

Not having a father is a serious 
lack, but there are a great many 
haadicaps equally severe—serious 
mental or physical difficulties, be- 
ing members of a minority group 
in an excessively intolerant com- 
munity, living in an “unbroken” 
home where quarrelling and hate- 
= discord is the order of the 

ay. 

Nearly all children have to 
learn to face some adverse cir- 
cumstances, to accept them, and 
to go on roe Caen. 


IF AS a divorced mother you 
allow yourself to feel too sorry 
for your poor son or daughter 
who is having to grow up without 


. a father’s close companionship, 


your over-solicitude may well do 
him more harm than the absence 
of his father. 

Even greater is the harm done 
if the child learns that he can 
play on your sympathies with re- 
gard to this matter. You punish 
him. He accepts the punishment, 
but a little later complains sad- 
ly, “I wish I had a father like 
all the other kids.” You feel so 
sympathetic, and perhaps a little 
guilty that you have caused him 
to be in guch an underprivileged 
situation, that you either take 
back the punishment, or shower 
him with some luxury or privi- 
lege just to make up to him. We 
believe that in so doing you are 
taking your first downward step. 

He is deprived, but so in a 
way are you. Let both of you 
“make it up to” each other by 
developing as good a relationship 
between you as you can. Think 
more about each other and less 
about a situation that can’t be 
changed.

High Priest of Square Dance Revival 
St. Louis Enthusiasts Welcome Lloyd Shaw, Who Took Dance ‘Out of Barn and Into Ballroom’ 
By Dorothy O. Moore a . 


LOYD SHAW of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., the high priest 
of revived square dancing in 
this country, the man who took 
the dance “out of the barn and 
into the ballroom,” almost 15 
years ago, is,in town, and as a 
result there is a great quickening 
of interest in the St. Louis area’s 
do-si-do and all-hands-around set, 
numbering into the thousands. 
Shaw, aged 60 and affection- 
ately known as “Pappy,” will 
emcee a public dance at the Win- 
ter Garden tomorrow night, spon- 
sored by the Greater St. Louis 
Folk and Square Dance Federa- 
tion. Sunday he will hold a clinic 
for leaders in th® area somewhat 
in the manner of a school reunion, 
for 35 local leaders are alumni 
of his square dance school at 
Colorado Springs. It was there 


that he began the revival of - 
square dancing. 


Shaw’s enthusiasm for what he 
calls “the Great American Dance” 
is contagious. His eyes, his boom- 
ing pleasant voice, his gestures 
point up the enthusiasm. Deprived 
of the pleasure of dancing himself 
because he is crippled, he has 
spent almost two decades teaching 
square dance leaders because he 
believes the dance fills better than 
any other group activity the need 
for people of all ages and levels 
to get together and have fun— 
clean, wholesome, inexpensive fun. 

In 1917 he was teaching physi- 
cal education at Cheyenne Moun- 
tain school near Colorado Springs. 
To encourage social ease and 
grace he introduced European folk 
dancing to the students and they 
took to it like candy. At that 
same time city youngsters else- 
where were giving the Camel 
Walk and Bunny Hug a gusty but 
short-lived workout and their 
parents were fox-trotting. 

“The European folk dancing 
promoted fun and fellowship with 
joyous spontaneity,” says Shaw, 
“but we soon became aware that 
there was, all about us in rural 
areas, an old American folk tradi- 
tion of purely western dancing 
to be explored. It was square 
dancing, so called because each 
set is composed of four couples, 
each couple placed on one side of 
an imaginary eight-foot square. 
We gradually dropped the Eu- 
ropean dances because, we were 
Western Americans and the 
youngsters preferred a_ good 
American dance, I attended coun- 
try dances in Colorado, jotted 
down calls, swapped variations 
with callers and taught the steps 


to my students.” 
* * 
7 popularity for the square 

dance began early in the 1930s 
when Shaw’s dancers demonstrat- 
ed at a public gathering at Central 
City, Colo. The _ swift-moving, 
easily learned steps caught on and 
before the evening was over the 
town’s clerks, housewives, actors 
who were visitors, and young so- 
ciety folk were joining hands for 
the “Circle Eight.” Everybody 
had fun. 

When the Varsity Drag, the 
Black Botton and the Big Apple 
had had their run and parents 
were still fox-trotting, Shaw took 
his square dance group fo Chi- 
cago to dance for the national 
convention of the American Asso- 
ciation of Health, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation. Two St. 
Louisans were present: Mrs. 
Helen Dunbar, physical educa- 
tion instructor at Normandy High 
School, and Mary Hammerstein. 
With the others they asked for 
instruction in square dance lead- 
ership and the following summer 
of 1940 attended Shaw’s class for 
teachers and leaders only. There 
were registrants from 30 states 
and Canada. In 1941, Mrs. Dun- 
bar and Mrs. Eva Coggshal, a 
church worker of Webster Groves, 
attended the Shaw classes. 

Helen Dunbar organized square 
dance classes for leaders at Christ 
Church Cathedral here and Mrs. 
Coggshal got groups together at

Some cities hesitated at first, ar- 
guing that policing such gather- 
ings would be a headache. Advo- 
cates have stuck to their guns, 
pointing out that square dancing 
breaks down age barriers between 
teen-agers who dance with their 
parents, class barriers between 
social levels, and contributes fa- 
vorably to American folk culture. 

“The largest square dance I 
ever attended was at Santa Mon- 
ica, Calif., when 15,000 people 
‘squared up’ on roped-off streets 
while three times as many 


watched,” says Shaw. “There was | 
no rowdyism. It’s amazing but | 


it’s true.” 
There are several versions or 
patterns of the square dance and 


some folklorists believe St. Louis- |

sion because of the city’s proxim- 
ity to the Ozarks. The dancers 
show an overwhelming preference 
for the Western style, not be- 
‘cause it’s Shaw’s but because it 
is smoother, with more courtesy 
movement, and easier to learn. 
They dance because it’s fun, and 
if they can learn the easy funda- 


mental steps that are repeated 
throughout the various Western 
“calls,” without long and embar- 
rassing delay, they’re happy. They 
are not particularly interested in 
the authenticity or origins of 
either version, but Shaw is inter- 
ested, and has done some inten- 
sive research, 
* * 
66 BELIEVE the Western 
| version is a blending of 
the centuries-old New 
England quadrille and the Ken- 
tucky running set,” he says. 
“Both were borrowed from Europe 
and Great Britain. When popu- 
lation pushed westward toward 
the Rockies the waves of tra- 
dition washed together and the 
‘Western version was developed. 
A few years earlier the Appala- 
chian people pioneered in the 
Ozarks and took with them varia- 
tions of the Kentucky running 
set, sometimes only vaguely re- 
membered. They improvised just 
as cowpunchers in the West were 
improvising, but the basic steps 


“remained about the same. Mrs. 


Shaw illustrates it pretty well, I 
think, when she says that choos- 
ing between square dance ver- 
sions is like choosing a doily 
from a pile of doilies, all made 
in the same pattern of the same 
fabric. Only the trimmings differ. 
Ozarkers like a fast clog and St. 
Louisans like a smooth walk on 
the promenade. 

“Square dancing in any version 
brings people together for com- 
munal enjoyment. The fun is 
spontaneous. It .is of particular 
benefit to city dwellers who have 
known only a pavement civiliza- 
tion and aloofness from neigh- 
bors because it springs from the 


. grass roots of our culture and has 


an element of good fellowship.” 

There in his hotel room Shaw 
was as warm to his subject as if 
hoe-down music was beating a 
rhythm and squares of eight were 
twirling. He might have added 
that as evidence that St. Louis 
square dancers agree on the 
clean, wholesome aspects, the 
square dance Saturday night will 
be opened with an invocation by 
the Rev. T. E. Beier. 

Shaw and his wife will leave 
for appearances in other cities 
next week. Travel is hard for 
him. Both hips were fractured 
in an accident some years ago 
and he walks with canes. Though 
he can't dance, it’s enough for 
him that- others enjoy it. He be- 
lieves the “Great American 
Dance” he has encouraged is 
meeting an American need.

There were certainly nothing 
wrong about the slam contract— 
except South’s play. , 

West laid down the ace of 
spades and, even after he saw 
South drop the king, continued 
the suit rather than make a help- 
ful-to-the-enemy shift. 

South ruffed the second spade 
lead, drew trumps in two rounds, 
then told his partner: “Well, no 
sense stalling—I have to guess 
the club queen so I might as well 
get to it.” Muttering to himself 
the old wiveg’ litany, “the queen 
lies over the jack,” South cashed 
the club ace and led a second 
round from dummy. East’s show- 
ing out brought a yelp#of pain 
from South—echoed by North. 

It was natural for South to feel 
that he would have to guess the 
position of the club queen, but 
what was the hurry? Sometimes 
a declarer can find out something 
about a hand without taking the 
slightest risk—and, as it hap- 
pened, this was such a case. It 
would cost nething to play out a 
few side-suit cards. Thus, South 
should have ruffed a second spade 
on his own account, cashed his 
top diamond honors and ruffed 
the third diamnod, and finally 
ruffed dummy’s last spade, leav- 
ing himself with the one trump 
needed for complete safety. 

If South had done all this, he 
would have seen{ that East’s orig- 
inal holding cohsisted of four 
spades, two hearts and six dia- 
monds—and some very simple 
arithmetic then would have told 
South that East held only one 
club. Given that information, 
there would not be much of a
